Listed among the greatest 
photographers in the world 
such as, Irving Penn, Anse] 
Adams, Andre Ketesz, and Man 
Ray is an American woman, 
Dorothea Lange. 

Dorothea Lange gained fame 
and her reputation by photo- 
graphing the figures of the 
Depression. She began one 
day in 1932, the bleakest 
year of the Depression. 

She stood looking: out the 
window of her San Francisco 
Portrait Studio and found her- 
self staring at a bread line. 
She walked outdoors to photo- 
graph it and without realizat- 
ion she had ‘launcehd herself 
into a new medium of photo- 
graphy. 

She achieved impact not 
because of tricks or unusual 
techniques but becauses of the 
depth of compassion that guid- 
ed her camers. She was highly 
successful in capturing the 
moods and feeling of her sub- 
jects. 

Before any movement started 
to redefine the roles of the 
American woman. Dorothea was 
taking pictures of them in their 
natural state. She described 
the American woman as the roots 
of the country towns, not as the 
well advertised symbol of glan- 
or and beauty that had them come 
to be symbolic of American women. 

She photgraphed family scenes, 
women carrying for children, as 
well as women doing the family 
chores---once she photographed 
a woman speaking out at a pub- 
lic rally in the photo May Day, 
which was raree 

Somehow the people she shot 
spoke without speaking alouds 
like in two closely related 


pictures, Alabama, 1937, and 
Berkely Co-Op, 1957. 

The tnoto titled Alabama is 
one ofa black woman working 
side by side with a black man. 
The Co-Op depicts a woman | 
rushing through the co-op with 
a cart and child--both express 
examples of her philosophy about 
the roles of contemporary women. 

A year before she died, she 
summed up the special role of a 
women artist as she saw it by 
saying that, “the woman's role 
is immeasureable more complic- 
ated.
